Dear Chamberlain: 


I have been cleanine up my desk a bat today 
and hava come across you unanswered letter of Nov. 20, which 
I will now proceed to answer to the best of my ability. 

Tarnish on silverware can almost instantly be removed 
by using a wet piece of cotton which has bee rubbed on cyanide, 
Of course you know of the danrerous nature of cyanide. 

t am not sure that the same trick will work on brass, but 
is worth trying. Brass can be repolished by using lenty 
"elbow grease" and a fine grade of polishing powder. I do 
what special powder to recommend, however. In factories 
i believe, done on lathes and rapidly 
The lacquer commonly used is merely a 
hellac. Dilute the ordinary shellac to about one 
f good alcohol, and dip, if possible, the article 
too large, or you have too small an amount of 
lacquer, the article can have the shellac poured over it, or 
brushed over it. The laquer should be very thin. 

Umbrella handles and caps of various sorts can often be 
securely affixed to handles which project inside by using a 
mixture of pitch, plaster paris, and tallow. Rosin is often 
supstituted for the patch. Merely as a guess at the proportions 
as 1 cannot recall them definitely, I shonld aay 2 or 3 parts 
of rosin (or perhaps 4), to 1 each of plaster and tallow, 

The plaster is to prevent the substance from running too easily 
when warmed, as by the hand, and the tallow prevents the ma- 
terial from cracking too easily. The ro#in is melted and the 
other substances are stirred in. 
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; there are better ways than thisbut I know this 
is what wes used 12 years ago in the Gorham Mfr. Co.

She at once called Doctors, who had phe 
pulmotor and all other things possible, but without avail. 

Of course, we have to face the suspicion thet always srieee in such 
Z kina of death, but I do not believe there is any foundation for 
suspecting suicide. Mrs. Morris' father, mother and brother came 
Sunday, but the most of the real help has been given by outside people, 
Miss Hunt, We. Morse) and myself. I stayed there in the house all th 
time, save when accompaning the body to Springfield, until Saturday nik 
night, and have been in close touch with all the developerents, since. 
The hardest part of it is, that Mrs. Morris foes not feel the confideree 
and trust in her own femily that is usually the case under such cireum- 
stances. I shall have to be, unofficially, the scientific executor, 
and have already been asked to pepare an obituary notice for Torrey Bul- 
letin, Novemter issue. It will be a herd month for me, with the ope 
ing of school and all the other things. The school elofe is going 
to be harder work that usual. 

Let me know as soon as you can he dstes when you are likelyy 

to be in New York, so that I may plan Ae Cah you, T am trying to keen t 
track of things -a little ahead for the Breseut, and arrange my “dates”.

Dear Collins: - 


Fo some time I have been rntending to return you the 
specimen of Haplodon Workskjoldii that you loaned me last winter, but 
have waited until there was time to do the thing properly. I en- 
close your speéimen, and with it tracings for you to keep of the 
sketches made of the plant while studying it. They are merely im- 
portant for the stem section and the leaf sections to me, for that 
was the point that was causing the trouble in the previous study. 
fhe thing for which I wanted it for comparison is a funny sterile 
critter that Holzinger had in some material from Alaska, We all 
puzzled over it. He first suspecbed Dicranella Squarrosa, then 
gave that up, and cast about in the Splachnum- Dissodon region. 

I suggested possible Meesia, then came back to some relative of Dicra- 
nella squarrosa, though the cross sections do not warrant it very well. 
Mrs. Britton and Williams say "Dicr, squarrosa, var.,,, formerly col- 
lected by Faxon at Ammonusuc Lake, N.H. and sent out as a Meesia, 
(See N. A. Flora, Vol 15, part 2, p. 83), it was also distributed in 
Sull. & Lesq. #162 as Meesia longiseta var ?. " And so the mat- 
ter rests for the present, I am not quite satisfied, but I have 

not seen the Faxon or L&S specimens, and have not the time further to 
go into it for Holzinger; it is his funeral. 


Holzinger has recently sent me, also, specimens of 
Mnium flagellare, S.&.L. from just north of Kodiak Id, Alaska, from 
which last island it had previously been reported by Williams. I 
have some fair drawings of the creature, though the material is 


scanty and wretched. Apparently Holzinger has not so much lit- 
erature at his command as I thought. I think that no plate of this 
beast has ever been published, though Williams figures a leaf section 
in the Bryologist, xv:10, and Lindberg published quite a descriptive 
note in the Cont. fl. crypt. Aasiae bor-orient. 


No particular news to write from here at present. It has 
been a vacation week and a chancs to play a whole lot on lots of the 
things that have been waiting for attention. i stick closehy at 
home, and fuss around. Today is so cold and windy that there is every 
incentive to stay close to the radiator, The winter term has been 
busier than usual and with plenty of extra work.

Dr. A, B. Runpxy, F.R.S., read the following appeal for contri- 
butions in aid :— 


“Some of our British Botanists will remember the misfortune 
that overtook Monsieur Jules Cardot, the eminent French bryologist, 
early in the war, Driven by the German advance from his home at 
Charleville, with less than twenty-four hours’ notice, he had to 
abandon all his possessions and leave them to the enemy's tender 
mercies, Able at last to return to Charleville he finds thatthe greater 
part of his property has been destroyed ; his family furniture and 
possessions, his books and MSS. notes, his instruments, and a large 
portion of his collections, either ruined or disappeared. 

“The one part of his belongings left practically intact is his 
mounted Herbarium of Mosses, consisting of above 10,000 species, 
represented by 80,000 or 40,000 specimens. 

“The Herbarium is a valuable one, containing as it does the 
types of a large number of new species—those described by him 
jointly with F, Renauld, a large number from India and tropical 
West Africa, the materials on which are based his Mousses de 
Madagascar, Sphaignes d'Europe, Recherches Anatomiques sur les 
Leucobryacées, Monographie des Fontinalacées, Diagnoses Prélimi- 
naires de Mousses Mexicaines, etc. 

“Tt is M, Gardot's desire that his herbarium should find a 
permanent place in the Paris Museum of Natural History, Unfor- 
tunately, with his present restricted means he is not in a position 
to make a gift of it to the nation ; while, on the other hand, the 
funds at the command of the Museum authorities scarcely permit of 
its purchase at what would be an adequate value, The suggestion 
has been made that if the Museum authorities were able to find half 
the necessary amount, the remaining half might be raised, partly in 
this country, partly in America, among botanical friends and sym- 
pathisers, to enable the purchase to be made. 

« The Museum authorities have signified their willingness to agree 
te such a scheme, and bryological friends in the United States have 
intimated their willingness to enter upon it—indeed, a proposal on 
exactly similar lines has been made on their part to M. Cardot. An 
agreed price of 10,000 f. has been mentioned between the Museum and 
M. Gardot; and the proposal to raise one-fourth of that amount 
in this country would at present rate of exchange entail a sum ot 
between £60 and £70.”

You are doubtless familiar with the resolu= 
tions in the November Bryologist upon the serious losses to 
herbarium and library which the distinguished French Bryologist, 
M. Jules Cardot, suffered during the war. Reports received 
since the drafting of the resolutions last fall show that a 
valuable portion of M. Cardot's mounted collections are still 
intact. M. Gardot himself, however, is almost without funés, 
since his available property previously had consisted mostly 
of real property located in Charleville and Meziéres. He is 
supporting himself and family by routine labor for the Govern- 
mental Department of. French Indo China. 


It is possible for us to aid in the restoration of 
this most distinguished French Bryologist. The Paris Museum of 
Natural History will purchase the herbarium for 10,000 fr., de- 
fraying helf the price. The remainder is to be raised by sub~ 
scription in this country and England. Dr. A. d. Grout and Mr. 
H. N. Dixon have been imtrumental in working out the details 
of the plan, by which one-fourth of the total sum is to be 
raised in each of the countries above mentioned. I am enclos- 
ing a copy of a published notice by Mr. Dixon which gives ad- 
€itional details. Mr. Dixon has also written me personally 
that the full share has been subscribed in England and remitted 
to M. Gardot. I am glad to say that a substantial sum has al- 
ready been pledged in this country, but we must get @ move on 
if we are to finish it in time. 


This fund is being backed by the Sullivant Moss 
Society and I know that the members will be glad to help. At 
present exchange rates $225-$250 should be ample to secure our 
contribution. 


Now, I am frankly asking you if you won't make some 
éontribution to me for this fund. I know the many demands and 
I realize that we are all importuned constantly, but I believe 
it is a big opportuaity for the members of the moss society. 
Payment may be made to me, direct, and I will issue receipts.

Mr. Chamberlain:- 


I received your letter inquiring about water glass but a few 
days ago, having just returned from my vacation, and what with my being 
busied with registration affairs since then, I hope you will be kind and. 
forgive me for not answering you at least a few days sooner. 

The note which you saw in Science was submitted some nine 
months ago, about the time that water glass received its first serious 
attentione I know of only two instances in which it has been tried 
out quite extensively;- by one of the professors here at this University 
and by Professor blaisdell at Stanford. It was used successfully as 
something cheaper and quicker than Canada balsam. 

Another advantageous substitution is of glycerine jelly mounting, 
especially where a great deal of use of such mounts is made by students. 

Of course, cover slips are used, since any portion of the permanently 
exposed, hardened water glass will develop surface cracks. When the cover 
slips are used this cracking appears as a white etching at the edge of the 
slip- where it does no harm. Water glass doegnot crystallize, since it is 
a super-cooled liquid. Its consistency, or strength, would be rather hard 
to determine inasmuch as I use a commercial, drug store preparation. It 

is sold here by the Owl Drug Company, of San francisco under the trade name 
of Siliso, for about twenty cents a pint, and the directions on the outside 
recommend a dilution of one part of water glass to nine parts of water, 

in the preserving of hen's eggs. However, as a mounting agent, the exact 
strength of the commercial preparation seems to best. It is possible to 
use a dilution of as much as one half of water. A thicker consistency than 
that as it is sold is harder to handle, and will harden exceedingly quickly, 
in a minute or so» The mounts do not absorb water from the atmosphere, 

but when immersed in water for three days or longer, it will dissolve, the 
cover slip and slide being recovered and as good as new, ‘The actual mount 
becomes practically as hard as glass. 

Of course you are most interested in the possibility of its 
mounting mosses. Unfortunately I have not tried to mount mosses; but I 
feel that it would be well worth your trying, since it seems from your 
letter that you have not. I do not think that there is much danger of 
the collapsing that you speak aboute Another sugvested use of water glass 
is the preserving of leaves in a natural form, but a few feeble attempts 
have resulted in no success.

All are good 
pay, but for several reasons not prompt. I knew that when I 
took the deals, If it cramps you to pay the whole now, make 
it in two doees, at your convenience, I empect the third 
package that Bauer mentions in his letter will be along before 
very long. These have been here for more than ten days, but 
T have not had ‘he chance to attend to them, as you will see 
below, I warn you of one thing. Bauer's glue is not very 
adhesive, You will find that labels easily come lose, T 
have not checked throughthe packages, carefully, leaving that 
up to you, I did find hwo fascicles, those in the smaller 
inner package, were all correct, 

The reason that I have been 
so bysy is that the house where I wasliving with the Poulsen's 
was sold out from under us, andit wssup to me to get new 
quarters, doing what I could in the vacation, I am now liv- 
ing in a very decent room at 18 West 94th Street, and have been 
able to trans ort about all the dunnage that I had, though some 
of it was shipped to Maine and a good part was carted over to

From North America I now have only Drepanocladus aduncus var, aubpiliger - Torula arenacea 
Brothera Leana - Coscinodon Wrightii - Grimmia teretinervis-et calyptrate and Phys- 
comitruim Hookeri distributed or prepared.also Litrichum flexicaule var. brevefolium. 


Professor Holzinger with whom I have been acquainted for several years has helped 
me in the most friendly manner with North American material, 


Also I hope to receive from Mr. Sereno Rapp much material, His frist shipment te 
was exceptionally valuable to me and has surprised me with many plants new to me. 


I am very much obliced to you for the two numbers of the Bryologist and for the 
fine Bryum Atwateriae which I did not know. 


So far as your checks are concerned J might state that you could send two or three 
such checks at once, I think, without loss, I do not believe that a loss is to be 
feared, because the banks always inquire as to the legitimacy of the recipient before 
paying. 


It rests only with me that no check runs over 450 Ke but more could arrive at once. 
I am very plad that Mr. Bertram has had much pood fartune in his investigations

Edward Blanchard Chamberlain, son of Charles Edwin and Margaret J. 
Pratl Ade, Jud, 24 1578 

(Blanchard), Chamberlain, was born in 1877, His early home was Bristol, 
Maine. As his fatner and mother had both been teachers, he received much 
of his early education at home, where his parents often turned his atten- 
tion to the interesting things of the natural world, He prepared for — 
colleze at Lincoln Academy, Newcastle, Maine, where one of the teachers, 
J.&.Dinsmore, was an active amateur botanist, and a stimulating friend, 

Mr. Chamberlain entered Bowdoin College in the fall of 1895, follow- 
ing in the footsteps of his father, a member of the class 1868, He fell 
under the influence of Prof, Leslie A. Lee, an oldtime all-around scientist, 
and under his guidance took many of the scientific courses offered by the 
collese. At graduation in 1899 he led his class, and became a member of 
Phi Beta Kappa. For two years he was a graduate student and instructor in 
botany at Brown University, receiving his degree of A.M. there in 1901, 

The lifework which Mr.Chamberlain entered upon was teaching in secondary 
schools. is first position, for one year only, was at Oak Grove Seminary, 
Vassalboro, ‘Maine. He taught in the University School (for boys) in 
Washington, D.C. from 1902 to 1906; since then he has been & teacher in the 
Franklin School (for boys) in New York City, where he taught till three days 


before his death. His teaching was mainly college preparatory science and

mathematics, andhe was very successful in it. He was also a strong man in 


the organization of the school, becoming senior master, "a most self-sacri- 
ficing and devoted member of its teaching staff," as one of his associates 
wrote of him. In recent years he has served as a reader in mathematics for 


the Collese Sntrance Examination Board,

After the death of his parents Mr. Chamberlain made his summer home 
with his cousin, Mr. Henry 4. Chamberlain, at Round Pond (Bristol), Maine. 
Here he lived a most lively existence, lending an active hand about the. 
farm work, and building up his health and strensth for the winter months 
in the city. He was . most nye henntie in planning his life from day to

day, and most conscientious in attention to details, 


In 1896 he became one of the original members of the Josselyn Botanical 


Society of Maine, and for many years he was an officer and an attendant 

at its meetings. To have known "Ed" on a field excursion was to have known 
him at his very best. ‘Snthusiastic and a..kkeen observer, he plunzed into 
collecting with all the zest in the world, but he also seemed to feel a 
responsibility for the others in the party, and constantly went out of his 
way to assure himself that they were enjoying the trip, and 

full share of its pleasures, He was also most helpful with berinners, 
showing them what they needed to know, and helping them along with word and 
letter. 

i. Chamberlain became a non-resident member of the New England Botanical 
Club in 1898. He was a member of the Vermont Botanical Club, and of the 
Torrey Botanical Club, serving recently as a duenee of its Field Excursion 
Committee. Wheh he lived in Yashington he became a member of the Yashington 
Biologists' Field Club and of the Biological Society and Botanical Society 
there. He belonged also to other such societies, for his interest in 
science was broad. He was a wide reader alone general scientific lines, 

His herbarium of vascular plants was based mainly on the floras of 
Lincoln and Cumberland counties in Maine, with some from Northern Rhode

Island. His interest in this branch of botany gradually gave way to an 


intense interest in the mosses, so that in 1921 he gave his herbarium of

carefully mounted plants to the New England Botanical Club, where it is 
a onteabie addition to. the Club fine Ske tea: 

At Brown as part of his graduate work he identified a large portion 
of the mosses collected ‘by Prof, J. Franilin Collins on the Mt Katahdin 
trip which several New England Botanical Club members undertook in 1900, 
This interest continued and steadily orew.till he became an acknowledged 
authority on the subject. It has pace lr. Chamberlain's plan to give up 
teaching in a year or two, so as to devote himself entirely to scientific 
study, and he had thought seriously of doing so last fall, 
collected a remarkably fine and complete Library of bryological lore, as 
well as a very large moss herbarium, and he was looking forward to year 
of study and classification. 

For over ten years he has been the efficient Secretary-Treasurer of 
the Sullivant Moss Society and Business Manager of their publication, The 
Bryolozist. He corresponded with most of the members here and abroad, and 
worked constantly and faithfully for its interests, often paying minor 
deficits from his own pocket. Such services as his can not be paid for, 
it comes from a desire to help others, 

This spirit of helpfulness and service was the keynote of Mr,.Chamber- 
‘lain's character. Although he tried to keep himself-in the backsround, it 
was his underlying motive in life. He was successful in helpin= others, too, 
in more ways than can er given here, Relatives, friends, students, and even 
casual acquaintances, all remember his ¢haracteristic ways of speech and 
writing, and the spirit that was in the man,

My. Chamberlain wrote several articles for Rhodora in its early days, and 


has been a frequent contributor to the pages of The Bryologist. As a letter- 


writer he was unexcelled, putting a sreat deal of himself into what he wrote, 


and gifted there, as elsewhere, with a strone sense of humor,

During the school year in New York he often took week-end trips in the 
open country with a small group of men to break the monotony of teaching 
to reinvigorate him for indoor work. It was thus that he planned his La: 
trip to Bear Mountain to view the total eclipse of the sun on January 24, 
The temperature was below zero, and he was thoroughly chilled, so that he 
had a bad cold when he returned. He taught the following week, but gave up 


on Friday nicht. Pneumonia developed, and he died quietly on the evening 


of February 2. He was the only child of his parents and never married, so 


he left no near relatives, except two aged aunts in the West,
